SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 

1. Accounting Conventions 

The financial statements are prepared on the basis of historical cost convention and generally on the 
accrual method of accounting unless otherwise stated. 

2. Government Grants 

Grant received from the government is accounted for on realisation basis. 

3. Fixed Assets 

Fixed Assets are stated at cost of acquisition including incidental expenditure relating to them less 
depreciation. Fixed assets received by the University without any consideration have been capitalised in 
the financial statement at a nominal value i.e. Re. one per asset and the related expenditure incurred on 
these assets. 

4. Depreciation 

(a) Deprecation on fixed assets is charged in accordance with the rates and method prescribed in the 
Guidance Note issued by the Institute of Chartered Accountants of India. 

(b) In respect of additions to F ixed Assets during the year, depreciation is provided for full year irrespective of 
the date ofpurchase. 

5. Retirement Benefits 

Retirement benefits i.e. leave salary and pension contributions are accounted for on accrual basis. 

6. Foreign Funds/Contributions 

The income of Foreign Funds/Contributions is accounted for on accrual basis. The balance of respective 
funds is carried forward on the liability side of the Balance Sheet and is represented by the bank balance 
and interest accrued on Fixed Deposit from Foreign funds/ Contributions on the Assets side of the Balance 
Sheet. 

NOTES ONACCOUNTS 

1. The expenditure on salary is for the period from March, 2013 to February, 2014. No provision has been 
made towards salary for the month of March, 2014. 

2. Previous year’s figures have been regrouped/reclassified wherever necessary. 

3. In the opinion of the management, the Current Assets, Loans and Advances have a value on realisation 
in the ordinary course, equal to the aggregate amounts shown in the Balance Sheet. 

4. The Human Resource Development Department of Bihar had allotted 455.4075 Acres land without any 
consideration to the university during the year 2010-11 & 2011-12. The Suggestion raised by the audit team 
of C & AG of India in their report is well taken and it has been capitalized under the head Land in the 
books of accounts at a nominal value of Rupees one per acre. 

5. Schedule 1 to 8 form integral part of the Balance Sheet as at 31st March, 2014. 

Separate Audit Report of the Comptroller and Auditor General of India on the Accounts of 
Nalanda University for the year ended 31“* March 2014. 

We have audited the attached Balance Sheet of Nalanda University as at 3U‘ March 2014, the Income 
and Expenditure Account and Receipts and Payments Account for the year ended on that date under 
Section 19(2) of the Comptroller and Auditor General’s (Duties Powers and Conditions of Service) Act. 
1971 read with Section 32(1) of the Nalanda University Act. 2010. These financial statements are the 
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responsibility of Nalanda University management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion on these 
financial statements based on our audit. 

2. This Separate Audit Report contains the comments of the Comptroller and Auditor General of India 
(CAG) on accounting treatment only with regard to classification, conformity with the best accounting 
practices, accounting standards and disclosure norms, etc. Audit observations on financial transactions 
with regard to compliance with the Laws, Rules and Regulations (Propriety and Regularity) and 
efficiency-cum-performance aspects, etc. if any, are reported through Inspection Reports/ CAG’s Audit 
Reports separately. 

3. We have conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in India. These 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the 
financial statements are free from material misstatements. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, 
evidences supporting the amounts and disclosure in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by managements as well as 
evaluating the overall presentation of financial statements. We believe that our audit provides a 
reasonable basis for our opinion. 

4. Based on our audit, we report that: 

i. We have obtained all the information and explanations, which to the best of our knowledge and belief 
were necessary for the purpose of our audit; 

ii. In our opinion proper books of accounts and other relevant records have been maintained by the 
Nalanda University at New Delhi as required under Section 32(1) of the Nalanda University Act. 2010 
in so far as it appears from our examination of such books. 

iii. We further report that : 


A. Balance Sheet 

Schedule 3- Current liabilities and provisions Rs. 1309454.00/- 
Under statement of current liabilities and provision Rs. 2.31 lakh. 


Although the University did not make payment, provision for payment of rent for hiring one room and 

Verandah was made only for 10 months instead of 28 months i.e December 2011 to March 2014 which 

resulted in understatement of current liabilities and provisions and understatement of expenditure to the 

extent of Rs. 2.31 lakh. 

B. General 

Format of Accounts used by the university 

“ The Balance Sheet and Income and Expenditure Account/ Receipt and payment Account dealt with by this 
Report have neither been drawn in Uniform Format of Account approved by Ministry of Finance nor in 
the revised format of accounts prescribed Ministry of Human Resources Development, Government of 
India for Central Education Institutions”. 

C. Grants-in-aid 

The University is mainly financed by grants-in-aid from the Ministry of External Affairs, Govermuent 
of India. During the year 2013-14, there was unutilized amount of grants-in-aid of Rs. 513.27 lakh 
pertaining to the year 2012-13. The University Administration received grant of Rs. 915 lakh (plan) and 
it had internal receipt of Rs. 12.90 lakh making total of Rs. 1441.17 lakh for the year 2013-14. Out of 
which there was expenditure of Rs. 716.69 lakh leaving unspent balance of Rs. 724.48 lakh. 

D. Management letter: 

Deficiencies which have not been included in the Audit Report has been brought to the notice of Nalanda 

University, Rajgir through a management letter issued separately for remedial/ corrective action. 

v) Subject to our observations in the preceding paragraphs, we report that the Balance Sheet Income and 
Expenditure Account dealt with by this report are in agreement with the books of accounts. 

vi) In our opinion and to the best of our information and according to the explanations given to us, the said 
financial statements read together with the Accounting Policies and Notes on Account, and subject to 
the significant matters stated above and other matters mentioned in Annexure to this Audit Report give 
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a true and fair view in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in India: 

(a) In so far as it relates to the Balance Sheet, of the state of affairs of Nalanda 
University as at 3U* March 2014 and 

(b) In so far as it relates to Income and Expenditure Account of the surplus for the year 
ended on the date.
